MEXICAN LIFE.

Tortillas is net only one of the grea 


Mexican dishea,bnt one of the women's 
chief industries. In almost any street 
there can be seen women on their knees 
mashing corn between smooth stones, 
making it into a batter and finally shap- 
ing it into round, flat cakes. They spit 
on their hands to prevent the dongh 
from sticking, and bake 'in a pan of 
hot grease, kept boiling bva few lumps 
of charcoal. Rich and ppor buy and 
eat them, apparently unmindful of the 
way they are made. But it is a bread 
that Americans must be educated to. 
Many surprise the Mexicans by refus- 
ing even a taste after they see the bak- 
ers.There are some really beautiful girls 
among the low class of people, Hair 
three-quarters the length of the womeu 
and of wonderful thickness is common. 
It is often worn loose, but more fre- 
quently in two long plaits. Wig-mak- 
ers find no employment here. The men 
wear long, heavy bangs. 


There is but one thing that poor and 


rich indulge in with equal delight and 
pleasure. 
That is cigarette-smoking. 


Those tottering with age down to the 
creeping babe, are continually smok- 
ing. No spot in Mexico is sacred from 
them; in churches, on the railway cars, 
on the streets, in the theaters—every 
where aie to be seen men and women, 
of the elite, smoking. 


The Mexicans are unsurpassed ser- 


vants. Their thievery, which is a his- 
toric complaint, must be confined to 
tho.ie in the suburbs, for those in 
houses could not be morehonest. Their 
cleanliness is something overwhelming, 
when one recalls the tales that have 
been told of the filth of the "greasers." 
Early in the mornings,- the streets, 
walks in the plaza and pavements are 
swept as clean as any thing can be, 
and that with brooms not as good as 
those children play with in the States. 
Put an American domestic and a Mex- 
ican servant together, even with the 
difference in the working implements, 
and the American will "get left" every 
time. But this cleanliness may be con- 
lined somewhat to such work as sweep- 
ing and scrubljing; it does not cer- 
tainly exist in the preparation of food. 


The meat express does not by any 


means serve to make the meat more 
palatable. Generally an old mule or 
horse that has reached its second child- 
hood serves for the express. A long 
iron rod, from which hooks project, is 
fastened on the .back of the beast by 
means of straps. The meat is hung 
on these hooks, where it is exposed tu 
the mud and dirt of the streets as well 
as the hair of the animal. Men with 
two large baskets, one in front, cue 
behind, filled with the refuse of meat, 
follow near by. If they wear trousers 
they have them rolled up high so the 
blood from the dripping meat will not 
soil them but run down their bare legs 
and be absorbed in the sand. It is as- 
serted that the poor do not. allow this 
mixture in the basket to go to waste, 
but are as glad to get it as we are to 
e;et sirloin steak. 
' Men with cages of fowls, baskets oi 
eggs and bushels of roots and charcoal 
come from tbe mountain in droves of 
from 
twenty-five 
to 
fifty, ' carrying 


packs which average three hundred 
pounds. 


Pulque, which is suckej from the 


mother plant into a man's mouth and 
thence ejected into -a water jar, is 
brought to town in pigskins. 
The 


skins are filled and then tied on to 
burros, or sometimes—not frequently 
—carried in wagons, the filled skin 
rollino- from side to side. Never less 
than four filled skins are ever loaded 
on to a burro; oftener eight and ten. 
The burros are never harnessed, but go 
along in trains, which often number 
fifty0 Mexican politeness extends even 
among thjj lowest classes. In all their 
dealings they are as polite as a dancing 
master. The moment one is addressed 
off comes his poor, old ragged hat, and 
bareheaded lie stands until you leave 
him. 
They are not only polite to other 


people, but ampng themselves. Oue 
poor, ragged woman was trying to sell 
'a broken knife and rusty lock at a 
pawnbroker's stand. "Will you buy?" 
she asked, plaintively. "No, Senorita, 
graeias" (I thank you), was the polite 
reply.

guish Almost invisible Atoms. 


A Sootch clergyman, who ia also an 


amateur naturalist, says "that there is 
perhaps no other bird of land or sea so 
exact, so sharp and keen of sight, as 
the common gull."

Grave* Strewn With Rowers, 


Brave Men Who Foutfit and Fell Hon- 


ored By Friend and Foe—Tfe 


Day Elsewhere. 


CHICAGO, May SO.—The observance ot 


the ceremony of decorating the graves of 
the soldiers by the veteran organization 
ol this city occurred yesterday. 
The 


narchlng column, composed ot posts of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, was the 
largest ever Keen on the streets of Chi- 
cago on s similar occasion,. 
Ransom 


Pout, of St. Louis, was in1 Una, having 
eorae as tbe especial guests 'ol the posts 
of tbe city. Accompanying >Bansom Post 
was General Wra. T. Sherman, who 
Biarched in the ranks on' the right of the 
leading fonr. He was quickly recognized 
by tlie large waiting crowds on the street 
and was wildly cheered. General Alfred 
U. Terry was also one of the marchers 
and was cheered along the route. 
Gov- 


ernor Ogli'hbf, accompanied by several 
other gentlemen, occupied the only car- 
riage In the column. The veterans In line 
numbered lonr thousand. 
The column 


proceeded,to lipse Hill cemetery, where 
the chief teremojiles of the day occurred. 
During,the afternoon the veterans parad- 
ed a secaml tin*-, when they were accom- 
panied by the police and State military 
commands. 


The marcblsg column, after arriving at 


Rose Hill, paused in front of the monu- 
ment erected/ to'the memory of General 
Ransom.

speeches General Sherman said:

A comrade tjhen strewed flowers on the 


monument, Uio band played, and the 
crowd sang "America," and a beautilul 
floral emblem was set np In the burial lot. 


During the, afternoftn General Sher- 


man, Governor Oglcsby and other prom 
Inent personages, reviewed the marching 
column from a balcony of the Board of 
Trade. The police, seven hundred strong, 
took the head oi the line. They present- 
ed a very fine appearance. Never before 
In their history were they accorded such 
a welcome as that of yesterday. Their 
magnificent precision and splendid drill 
was such as to command applause, but 
probably in memory of their recent rec- 
ord they were roundly nud wildly cheered 
all along the route. Accompanying them 
was the first police patrol wagon ever 
constructed, and In recognition of its aid 
In Increasing the efficiency ol the foi$e, 
its appearance was likewise made the oc- 
casion for cheering. 


Following the police were th/s local 


military command, the veteran organiza- 
tion bringing up the rear. 


The ex-Confederates, to the number ot 


forty, met at their assembly room at No. 
IK Washington street at nine o'clock In 
the morning and with the American flag 
»t their head, formed In line and marched 
to the Treroont House where the floral 
tributes, large and small, were gathered 
np and the club marched to the Illinois 
Central depot, where It took the train for 
Oakwood cemetery. 


A number of members were accom 


panied by their wives and children, who 
bore In their arms a profuslonot cut flow- 
ers and growing plants. The scene was 
a touching one. The most noticeable 
piece was a broken pillar composed ol 
flowers. 4t its base was a banner ol 
snowy white silk Inscribed:

Beside this was a magnificent cross of 
flowers folly six feet in height, next to 
which was a banner ot blue silk bearing 
the Inscription: 


WB BONOS THK BRAVE. 


From the ex-Gonredciate Association o: 
Chicago. 


The train reached Oakwood shortly 


before noon. From the depot the ex 
Confederates proceeded to the plat o 
ground In which the Union dead are 
burled, and which Is marked by a momi 
ment surmounted by a statue of a soldier 
at "parade rest." Here the" floral cross 
was borne and silently deposited at th 
base of the statue. Flowers were scat- 
tered over the graves and the now large 
pi occasion moved toward the extreme 
south of the burying grounds, where, In 
• beautiful grove, lie the remains of 480 
Confederate soldiers. 


In the center ol the grove Is a small 


mound, and \vlth the exception of one 
headstone this is the only monument to 
mark the resetlng place of those who 
died In the Southern cause. The mem- 
bers of the association gathered arounc 
the mound, and while they uncovere< 
their bonds the floral pillar was rever- 
ently brought within the 
circle and 


placed on the mound. President For 
ester then addressed the assembly in 
the following words:

Are Doing to Earn Their 


Salaries. 


Ihat BlJMfnl Event, the Marriage of Pres- 


ident Cleveland and Miss Folsom— 


Tbe Oleomargarine Bill. 


Bea t the Record—The Man of Figures On 


the Number of Bills Passed By the 


Present Congress. ' 


The Congressional Forecast- 


WASHINGTON, May 31. — With tho 


growing anxiety to learn when Congress 
will adjourn, and the increasing desire to 
accomplish as much work as possible 
duriug tbe remainder of the session, the 
proceedings henceforth, although In the 
greater part routine, promise to be more 
Interesting than for some time past. 
Most of the life will be In the House of 
Representatives, where there is the great- 
est variety of measures, ambitions and 
determinations, and where most of the 
work to be accomplished lies. 


When the House meets to-morrow, 


another clamor for the consideration of 
business is expected. 
Mr. Dunn will de- 


mand a continuation of the debate on his 
Free-Ship bill, while Mr. Reagan la nerv- 
ous over the condition of his Inter-State 
Commerce bill. Both may attempt to se- 
cuie the floor, but there Is so large a ma- 
jority from the Oleomargarine bill, that 
that meusure will undoubtedly hold the 
floor. When, finally, that question Is com- 
pleted, the Legislative, Executive and 
Judicial bill will be taken up. Should 
that bill pass before the end of the week, 
the Naval Appropriation bill Is expected 
to demand and receive attention, 


It was announced last week that Mr. 


Morrison would call up his tariff bill as 
soon as the Legislative, Exentlve and 
Judicial bill Is passed, but that Is denied 
on authority. Mr. Morrison says he will 
not let the tariff conflct with the consid- 
eration of appropriation bills. 


In connection with this matter a good 


deal of corridor talk has been Indulged In 
by members of Congress about the fate 
of tbe Tarlfl bill. Anti-tariff 
reformers 


say that If an effort is made to take up 
the bill this session It will fall, and they 
are indulging In figures to support the 
assertion. At this time the Democrats 
have a majority of 
forty-five In the 


House. Mr. Randall's followers state 
most 
positively 
(and in 
some 


Instances 
even 
produce the 
names) 


that 
forty-two 
Democrats 
will 


vote against the Tariff bill when the ques- 
tion of passage Is presented. This would 
give the anti-tariff reformer* a majority 
of twenty-two, provided all tbe Republi- 
cans—and It Is asserted they will do so— 
oppose the measure. It is conceded by 
the anti-tariff reformers that three of their 
number 
on 
the 
Democratic 
side 


and 
four on 
the 
Republican 
side 


will 
vote 
for 
consideration. 


This would leave a majority of fifteen op- 
posed to the consideration. The Morri- 
son men do not, however, concede the 
truthfulness of any part of this showing, 
and contend that their measure will be 
debated before adjournment. Some of 
them say the bill will be placed before 
the House by the middle olJuue; that 
It 
will 
stand 
aside 
when 
there 


are appropriation bills to work upon, 
and that It will be pending at the time 
Congress adjourns over to December. 
This Is considered a very plausible view 
of the situation, and puts the time when 
Congress can and will adjourn within the 
bounds of the dates named by Messrs. 
Randall, Carlisle, Morrison and others, 
anywhere from the 8th to the 16th of 
July. 


The Tariff bill, which was considered 


In the last House from April 15 to May 6, 
was taken up for debate by a majority of 
two, and the enacting clause was stricken 
out by the same majority, the Speakei 
voting "no"upon the final proposition. 


In the Senate the caucus committee ap- 


pointed last week will, at least to a con- 
sidciable extent, control the order of busi- 
ness 
The bills to forfeit certain por« 


tlons of the Northern Pacific land grant; 
to provide for taxation of railroad grant 
lands, and to cstabish a uniform system 
of bankruptcy, arc unfinished business, 
and will consume most of the time. 


Mr. Platt's resolution providing for 


the consideration of executive business 
with open doors seems (loomed to go 
over to the next session. So far the 
speeches that lm\e been delivered on the 
question have been In its favor, and 
should it bepostponenduntll the net sest- 
slon It will stand In a good light for final 
disposlton

event, the marriage of President Cleve- 
land and Miss Folsom, which Is to take 
place here next Wednesday, is and has 
been for two days the chief topic of con- 
versation everywhere. The President of 
the Senate, Speaker ol the House and4 
legislators at both ends of the Capitol 
forget the cares of office and the tariff 
and silver question, and big and little 
bills, and chut about It pleasantly. In 
fact, everybody is gossiping about the 
wedding. Speaker Carlisle la credited 
with criticising in a perfunctory manner 
the President's purpose by saying that: 


"It is the regular ord and the Chair 


hears no objection." 


Congressman Sprlggs, of New York, 


voicing the feeling ol everybody, says: 


"The President Is to be congratulated; 


Miss Folsom is to be congratulated; the 
country is to be congratulated, and we 
aie all glad of the President's marriage. 
The presence of the President's wife at 
the Executive Mansion will odd another 
charm to official life at Washington." 


The President left Washington at a 


quarter to five o'clock yesterday 
after1- 


noon on a special car for New York, to 
attend the decoration services In New 
York anil Brooklyn. He was accompa- 
nied by Postmaster-General and Mrs. 
Vllas, Secretary and Mrs. Endicott, Sec- 
retary Lamar and Mrs. Lamont. 
The 


President, after partlclpatinglln the memo- 
rial ceremonies In New YorK to-day and 
listening to Postmaster-General Vilas' ad- 
dress at tbe Academy of Music in New 
York to-night, will return by a late special 
train to Washington, arriving here to- 
morrow morning.

WASHINGTON, May 80.—A statement 


prepared by the Sunday Capitals statis- 
tician shows that more bills have been 
passed during the six months of this 
session than during the same length ot 
time in any previous session of Congress, 
and that reports from committees in both 
bouses are very much In excess of any 
previous Congress—more than double. 


On the 29th of May, 1882, In the first 


session of the Forty-seventh Congress, 
the Senate committees had made 658 re- 
ports, and the House committees 1,273. 
On the 29th of May, 1884, in the first ses- 
sion of the Forty-eighth Congress, the Sen- 
ate committees had made 591 reports, and 
the House committees 1,728. On the 29th 
of May of this year the Senate committees 
had made 1,246 reports, and the House 
committees 2,631. 


This Is a record that no CongresR has 


ever surpassed. 
The greater part of the 


bills passed, however, have been pension 
bill*. 


A MAN WITH A GRIEVANCE. 


Too Much BUM Oauaea Detective Tyrrell 


toUnbiMOm Himself. 


CHICAGO, May 80 —Patrick D. Tyrrell, 


the secret service operative, is a man 
with a grievance. He has beeu in the 
seYvice of the Government for a long 
term of years, and has done some excep- 
tionally good work. When assigned to 
the St. Louis district some years ago, 
he was detailed to Investigate the Mis- 
souri land frauds, after two Govern- 
ment officers had made a so-called Inves- 
tigation and reported that no such frauds 
existed. Mr. Tyrrell, by hard work and 
exposure to danger, broke up the gi- 
gantic swindle, and secured the neces- 
sary evidence for conviction of seven- 
teen of the rogues engaged in it. 


A few months ago Tyrrell was trans- 


ferred to Chicago and Captain Wallace 
W. Hall, then located In this city, nas 
sent to take his place In St. Louis. He 
has no objections to Chicago, for it is his 
old home, but he objects to being moved 
about to suit the whim of others. He has 
recently learned that District Attorney 
Bliss, of St. Louis, went to Washington 
with a complaint to the effect that he had 
been discourteous to that gentleman, who 
demanded that he be transfer! ed to some 
other point. 


"Bliss was anxious to get rid of me." 


said Mr. Tyrrell, "and I now understand 
his motive. He has recently sent to the 
Department a moat extiaordlnary bill of 
expenses In which he has the cheek to 
charge $17,468 for his services and ex- 
penses In the land fraud cases. Henever 
did a day's work on them. The evidence 
was accumulated and placed In his hands 
by me, and it was of such a character that 
It carried conviction with It. He also 
charges $40 a day for services on the 
Brazilian forgery cases, besides 8316 for 
deputy services, al' this time, mind you, 
in addition to his regular salary and fees, 
which amount to 86,000. 
Mr. Bliss 


wants the earth. He takes the credit and 
demands big pay for work which I did 
unaided. 


"In the Brazilian forgery case I worked 


up the evidence, caused the ariest of Lu- 
cien A. White and captured the boodle. 
Bliss learned that White had a brother In 
Whitney, Tex.,a,nd a bright idea occurred 
to him. He compelled the prisoner to 
write a letter to his brother, saying that 
he would forward a package to him by 
express and asking him to receive it. 
Then Bliss sent an officer to Whitney, and 
•when the brother received the package of 
counterfeit notes which Bliss had for- 
warded himself, he was arrested with 
them in his possession. 
There was no 


eviden.ce, whatever, that his brother was 
gnilty of any crime, and it was because I 
openly objected to such 'questionable de- 
tective work that I was accused of not 
showing proper respect for the District 
Attorney." 


Mr. Tyrrell has declared thUt he will 


not remain in Chicago under these cir- 
cumstances, and he has written to Chief 
Brooks to that effect. 
He characterizes 


Mr. Bliss as "a conceited dmle, whose 
proper place Is behind the counter of a 
drug store, where he used to be only a 
few years ago." 
The question whether 


Tyrrell will resign depends npon the ac- 
tion of the Department. He is deter- 
mined not tu remain in Chicago a year, 
whether it pleases tlie chief to transfer 
him or not.

PIG SHELTERS. 


The Beulble Plan Adapted by a Thonf ht- 


fol Weatern Farmer. 


In company with the owner of a large 


arm in one of the Western States, we 
were riding horseback, through a heav- 
ly timbered tract of land, where there 
Were great numbers of nut-bearing 
trees, and ianuinerable hogs in store 
condition could be seen rooting among 
he leaves for nuts, under every .clump 
of trees. While passing near a creek 
where the ground was low and level, we 
came among large numbers of Immense 
sycamore or cottonwood trees, and 
our companion halted before the shat- 
iered remains of an old monarch. The 
jtnmp was about thirty feet high, and 
torn ubt to ten feet In diameter at the 
taae. This stump was hollow, with an 
opening five or six feet high at one side, 
which was now stopped up with logs 
and large stones. "Here," said the 
farmer, "is the scene of a tragedy that 
occurred last fall. A cold storm of 
sleet and rain came on, that forced the 
bogs to seek shelter wherever they 
could find it, and I 
would 
ba 


afraid to tell you how many go) 
into that old stump; they climbed 
on top of one another, until the; 
crashed the life out of the bottom ones, 
and when we found them there no less 
than a dozen, big and little, lying dead 
in the old stump. That experienc< 
taught me a lesson, which is always tc 
have a low roof to a pig shalter." Th« 
sides of the tree had prevented the pigi 
from escaping when the weight be. 
came too heavy. That this farmer had 
profited by his sad experience, was evi- 
dent from the numbers of rude shelter! 
we passed in the ride, made for "solid 
comfort" by laying rails across twc 
large logs and throwing brush ovei 
them. This was weighted with heavj 
logs and stones, to keep the pigs from 
gifting k when they tried to climb ovei 
one another. Pigs are very gregarioua 
by nature, and their houses should al- 
ways be limited in capacity, so thai 
too many of them will not get togethei 
at one time, or they are certain to injure 
one another, and usually the weakest, 
l>7 crowding.—American Agriculturist, 


VALUABLE EXPERIMENTS. 


fhe Elreeta of Cold on Cold-Blooded ano 


Warm-Blooded Animals. 


Mr. J. J. Coleman and Frof. J. G. 


McEendriok have been making experi- 
ments on the effects of cold upon mi 
crophytes. With a mechanical freezer 
they produced a cold of 80 degrees be- 
low zero, and lower, to which they 
exposed pntreeoible substances for 
various lengths of time; then the same 
substances were exposed to the condi 
tions of temperature, etc., under which 
putrefaction is developed, and the re 
suits were observed. The experiments 
were made with meats, fresh 
anc 


canned, wine, milk, beer, ale, meat- 
juice, neutralized vegetable infusions 
putrefying fluids, gelatinous infusions 
of meat with grape-sugar, etc., in ex- 
posure tx> cold of from 80 to 120 de 
grees below zero, for from a few hours 
to a hundred hours or more. 
Th 


results were in every case substan 
tially the same. 
The putrefactivi 


process 
was 
checked 
and 
madi 


slower for a time, but in no case were 
the micro-organisms so thoroughly de 
stroyed but that putrefaction set ii 
again after a greater or less length o 
exposure to the temperature favorable 
to it. The conclusion of the experi 
inents was that the degree of cold tbe; 
employed may perhaps be competen 
to destroy living, developed organisms 
but not to kill the germs. A cold 
blooded animal—a frog—was frozen b; 
» half-hour's exposure to the tempera 
ture of from —20° to —30°, recovere 
on being thawed out, while after twen 
ty minutes' exposure to —100" it faile* 
to recover. A warm-blooded animal— 
a rabbit—was not frozen by an hour' 
exposure to —100°, but its bodily tern 
peratore became reduced from 99° tc 
430.—Popular Science Monthly.
